(lumbering twenty-five or thirty men 
I r< Lf down the door of the Annapolis 
Jail :«♦ rn early hour, took out Henry 
Davis, the negro who on last Friday 
criminally assaulted Mrs. John Reid 
(whit*-) near 
Iglehart’s station, 
and 
lynched him. 
Davis, 
also known by 
th** name of Chambers, confound his 
guilt. 
Little or no resistance was offered to 
the mob by t’ o officers at the jail and 
hon© whatever by the prisoner. 
The 
negro was dragged by the mob from 
the 
jail to a vacant 
lot on 
College 
creek, 
a quarter 
of a mile 
distant, 
where he was strung up to a limb of a 
tree and half a dozen bullets fired into 
him. 
Ile is thought to have died in­ 
stantly. 
As the body 
was being let 
down some one cried o u t: 
“Another 
white woman is avenged.” 
On the way to the place of execution 
members of tho lynching party kicked 
and cuffed Davis whenever opportun­ 
ity was offered. 
His body was left ly­ 
ing under the tree which had served 
as the gallows. 
It was viewed by hun­ 
dreds of persons during the day. 
Th** prison from 
which Davis was 
taken is loo years old. 
It is situated 
only about 560 yards 
from tho state 
house and (he governor’s mansion. 
As early as ll o’clock the mob began 
to collect on St. John’s college cam­ 
pus.

Mr. Rockefeller added that he did 
not know

country, Mr. Rockefeller said: 
"We are going entirely too fast. We 
are too prodigal of our money. 
We 
do not keel) our money at home. 
We 
are sending 
too much 
of our 
gold 
abroad. 
We are buying foreign novel­ 
ties and letting our gold go to Europe. 
We are .spending 
too much 
money. 
The money ought to he kept here in 
the United States, for just as surely 
as we send too much of our gold to the 
other s i d e , just so surely will we have 
to pay the penalty of our rashness. 
“The people of the United States are 
entirely too 
prodigal of what 
they 
now have. 
They are taking advantage 
of a prosperity such as has never been 
excelled In this country. 
We are not 
saving up for the rainy day, for the 
time of our need.”

Minneapolis, Dec. 22.—The coal sup­ 
ply in Minneapolis 
is running Bhort 
and if the weather becomes severe in 
the near future many people will Buf fer 
as a result. 
At the present time the city is con­ 
suming about 3,500 tons of coal dally 
and the supply on hand is 35,000 tons 
Only 2,500 tons are being shipped into 
the city daily and at present prospects 
do not point to an increase in the fig­ 
ures. 
In November the city disposed 
of 86,000 tons of coal and over 100.000 
tons will have already 
been used in 
December. 
In other words, the amount of coal 
being used 
is increasing 
constantly 
and there is no 
Increase worthy of 
mention in the supply.

ent rate of decrease in the amount of 
coal on hand a cold Bnap of a week’s
